"Natural Selection" is generally taught as the major force in 
evolution. Supposedly: (1) Organisms vary, and many varia- 
tions are passed to offspring, (2) Most organisms produce more 
offspring than can possibly survive, and (3) Offspring that vary 
in the direction favored by the environment will be likelier to 
survive and propagate. According to Hitching (The Neck of 
the Giraffe), the idea "seemed so obvious" that it quickly 
replaced the Biblical account of creation. But, according to 
Bergman, the evidence does not agree with "the obvious."
